The 
earlieſt account we have of this eſtate, after Roger de 
Ramis, was in the year 1312, when William Franke 
or Frankes the elder, of- Herewich, granted all his 
manor of Bradfield, to John de Brokeſburne. The 
Brokeſburne family took their name from a place ſo 
called in the pariſh of Wics. By marriage it came 
to the Reynsforths, and was at length divided among 
their co-heirs, 3 but which of them had it and oh 


long it continued amongſt them, doth not appear, It 


afterwards came into the Grimſton family, and hath 
continued in it ever ſince. They derive themſelves 
from one Silveſter, who was ſtandard-bearer'to Wil 
lam the Conqueror at the battle of Haſtings, and had 
Grimſton in Yorkſhire, from whence he took his ſur- 
name. For a particular account of their deſcents and 
inter- marriages, we ſhall beg leave to refer to the 
peerages.

liament, being burgeſs for Colcheſter; as he was in all 
the parliaments of king Charles II. after the reſtora- 
tion; but he aĩming only at the redrefs of grievances, | 
and having no intention ot ſubverting the government 

as the other furious tools of ambition, he conſequently | 
was one of thole real patriots who were ſecluded and | 
turned out of the houſe of commons. Upon the | 
jeſtoration, he was choſen ſpeaker of the healing par- 
lament, and appointed maſter of the rolls, which | 


office he enjoyed till his death. His only ſurviving 
fon fir Samuel Grimſton, bart. having no iſſue living; 
ſettled a large eftate upon his Kinſman William 
Luckyn, eſq; ſecond ſon of fir William, of Meſſing- 
hall. and grandſon of fir Capet Luckyn, by Mary; 
daughter ot {if Harbottle Grimſton, upon condition 
that he ſhould take the ſurname of Grimſton. He 
was created vᷣiſcount Gritoſton and baron of Dunboyne 
of Ireland.

Upon partition of 
the Bohun eſtates, between king Henry V. ſon of 
Mary, and Anne, daughter ard heir of Elianor. 
Anne, had this for part of her ſhare, together with 
a park. From this pack, undoubtedly the manſion- 
houſe had the name of Park-hall. It ſtands about à 
mile welt from the church, Anne, brought this eſ- 
tate into the noble family of the 'carls of Stafford. 
But upon Humfrey Stafford, duke of Buckingham, 
eing killed at the battle of Northampton; in“! 460, 
fighting againſt king Edward IV. his eſtates were 
confiſcated to the crown.

Under the earls of Oxford, it was holden by 
a family ſurnamed de Ramſcy, and from them it 
came by marriage to Parker, from which it took*the 
name of Parkers, then to Roydon, that gave it the 
name of Roydons, and laſtly to Lucas, &c. It be-

The Manor of RAMSEY-HALL. The man- 
ſon: houfe ſtands a little way ſouth from Roydon- 
hall.

of war; for whoſe conveniency and the carrying of 
the mails there are four paquet boats, and in war 
time two Dover paquet- -boats. King William and 
king George I. and Id. uſually embarked and landed 
at this place, in their journies to and from Holland 
and Hanover. 

The cliff on the ſouth fide of the town, dividing 
Orwell haven from the bay that extends to Walton 
Naſe, contains many acres. The height of it from 
the beach to the top where higheſt, is about fifty feet, 
It conſiſts of layers of a blueiſh coloured clay and 
ſtone, In the latter are imbedded ſhells of the turbi- 


nate and bivalve kinds, alſo pieces of wood and ſticks 


petrified, Upon a fall of a piece of the cliff a few 
years ago, a large tree lying horizontally appeared, 

which was as haid and black as jet; but was ſoon 
after buried again, by the fall of another lump of clay. 
Above the layer of ſtone are divers layers of the 
blueiſh clay, about 20 feet high or more; this clay 
hath copperas ſtones ſticking in it, but no ſhells; 
ſeveral layers come next, ſome of which are only of 
fine ſand, and others have ſtone and gravel mixed 
with ſmall pebbles; and it is in ſome of thoſe layers 
the foſſil ſtones are imbedded. The foſſils lie promiſ- 


cuouſly together, bivalve and turbinate ; the ſhells do 
not always lie ſeparate or diſtinct in the layers, but 


we oftentimes found in lumps or maſſes, ſomething 
N 2 friable 
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friable, cemented together with fragments of an irox 
or ruſty colour, of which all theſe layers are. Over 
all is a covering of common ſandy earth, about the 
thickneſs of two feet, in which are ſometimes to he 
ſeen veins of a white fiiable ſubſtance, reſembling 
iſinglaſs, though more tender than that brought from 
Germany. The blueiſh clay tumbling down upon the 
ſhore, within a ſhort time turns to ſtone, though 
waſhed by the ſea at high water. Some pieces new fallen 
are as ſoft as the clay in the cliff, others that have lai 
longer, are cruſted over and hard, but if opened or 
broke, theclay is till ſoft in the middle; others that 
have lain longer, are petrifſied to the heart: With 
theſe ſtones the walls of the town were for the moſt 
part built, and the ſtreets are paved with them. The 
walls of the town. of Colcheſter ſeem alſo to be molly 
built wich ſome of the ſame kind of ſtone. 

On the top of this cliff, along the ſea ſide, there i 
a pleaſant gravel walk about a mile long, made and 
kept up at the expence of John Roberts, eſq; deceav'd, 
one of the late repreſentatives of this town, which i: 
very contlucive to the health and pleaſure of the inha- 
bicants, and thoſe who come here for the benefit of 
bathing.

Edward II. The ſubſtance of the charter was, That 
the rown of Harwich be a free- borough, and 2 the 


| tenants of the {aid town be free burgeſſes ; ; that there 


be a market every week on Tueſday, and free cuſtoms 
belonging to markets, &c. This charter was after- 
wards confirmed in ſeveral reigns. But the ampleſt 
charter was procured for them in 1604, by fir Ed- 
ward Coke, by which this corpora:jon was ſettled in a 
mayor, eight aldermen, twenty-four capital burgeſſes 
and a recorder. The mayor is choſen by the capital 
burgeſſes, on St. Andrew's-day, and ſworn on St. 
Thomas's-day. They were alſo then inveſted with 
the privilege of ſending two burgeſſes to parliament. 
Moreover, they had then the grant of a ſecond market 
weekly, on a Friday, and two fairs yearly, cach to 
laſt three days, the one on the feaſt of St. Philip and 
St. James, the other on the feaſt of St. Luke the 
Evangeliſt. 

As to the extent of the corporation, it contains the 
burgh of Harwich, and the tenants reſidents and in- 


habitants of the village of Dover. Court. How far 


it reaches by water is not aſcertained in the charters ;

A very ingenious correſpondent, having favoured us with the foll: wing 
particulars, we ſhall here ſubſoin them, The Town-hall and Gaol, wers 
Jately pulled down and re-built with brick, and executed in à maſterly man- 
ner; tut the front for want of recom, is much too narrow fbr its height, 
Ihe private buildipgs, and the parement of the ſtreets, are of late yeas 
much improved. The iphebſtants are likewiſe much better ſuppiied with 
water than heretofore, by the addition of many reſervoirs for catching and 
preſerving the rain water, Her majeſty queen Charlotte tanded here on her 
arrival in England, and the queca of Denmark and the princeſs of Brunſwic, 
embarked hence on their teſpective marriages, The fiſhery here is fo much 
incteaied of late years, that we have now vpwares of ſixty fiſhing loops be- 
jenging to this town, of about fifty tons burden. The cliff is very fre- 
quently falling down, and the ſea gaining much upon the lands on the ſouth- 


v eſt cf the town, we are likely, in time, to become an iſland. 


The copperas works, formerly carricd on here, have been dropped for 
ſome years, and very little copperas is now picked up here; neither have we 
many lobſters taken on our ſhores; but a num ber cf our fiſhing sloops (in ſome 
years upwards of twenty) fetch lobſters from Norway th london, and other 
merkets, cach of them bringing on,an average abcut 12 or 14090 on a ſingle 
voyage, and moſt of them making two voyages from hence between February 
and July. As many or rather more of our veſſels ſail every/wiater' to the

The church of Great - Coggeſnall, dedicated to St. 
Petery ſtands pleaſantly at the upper end of the town, 
having a good proſpect ſoythward. It is a ſpacious 
ind lofty edifice, and has north and ſouth ayſles ; at 
the weſt end there'is'a n. tower of ſens contains 
ing fir bells 

The tithes of this par lot bande to the 
bey, rill about 1223, Euſtace de Fauconbergh, 
bihop/ of London, obliged the monks to allow 
part of them to the maintenance of a vicar, who was 
then appointed, and endowed with a glebe of about 
twenty actes, and the final tithes. © The biſhop re- 
ferved to himſelf and ſucceſſors, rhe collation to the 
vicarage. Nicolas Ridley, biſhop of that fee, in 1550, 
tid, however, convey the perpetual advowſon of it to 
king Edward VI. who granted it to lord Riche. In 
his family it continued, till for want of iſſue male, 
the eſtates were ſhared among coheirs. This advow- 
ſon, was then allotred to fir Henry St. John, bart; 
tho with the earl of Bolinbroke, his eldeft ſon, con- 
veyed it to Nehemiah Lyde, eſq; and it is now in his 
grandſon Peter Ducane, eſq.

As for the great tithes, after the "RY of the 
monetlery being veſted in king Henry VIII. he gract- 
ed them to ſir Thomas Seymour. He made an 
exchange with that king the ſame year, and they 
continued in the crown till 2391; When they were 
granted to John Wells and Hercules Witham ; they 
afterwards paſſed through ſeveral hands, and were ſold 
in moieties.

\HIS pariſh is about four miles in circumfe- 
rence, eleven from Colcheſter, and two from 
Coggeſhall. The ſituation is low, and the ſoil much 
the ſame as that of Coggeſhall. It is bounded by the 
ereral pariſhes of Coggeſhall, Pateſwick, Stieſted, 
Halſtead, Earls- Colne, and Fering. It is moſt pro- 
bably denominated, from a family ſurnamed de Merc, 
or Merk, which held Marks-Tay, and other eſtateg 
named from them in this county, particularly, the 
manor of Merks in Dunmow, in William the con- 
qyerar's time, when this pariſh bore a name nearly re- 
embling the preſent, viz. that of Mercheſhala. At the

Thomas, 
the eldeſt, ſucceeded, and had iſſue Edwin de Hony- 
woud, Who lived in the reigns of king Henry III. 
and Edward I. was a conſiderable benefactor to Hor- 
ton priory, founded by Robert de Vere, earl of 
Oxford, near Poſtling, as a cell to the abbey of 
Lewis. He had to wife Amabilia, daughter and heir, 
of Nicolas de Handlo, of an ancient and noble fami- 
ly in Kent, the capital ſeat of whoſe barony was Bel- 
rica, or Courtup- ſtreet, in Allington, not far from 
Hony wood, which by their means obtained the pri- 
vilege of a market. This heireſs brought. ſeveral 
brdſhips into this family. Robert Hony wood, in 
1605, purchaſed this eſtate of Markſhall, and re- 
moved from Kent hither, making this ſear the chief 
place of his reſidence. He pulled down part of the 
old houſe, aad built a handſome front, which was 
fniſhed about 1609, as appears from an inſcription 
on the chimney in the great hall. Michael, his ſon, 
was doctor of divinity, and dean of Lincoln; he had 
his education at Chriſt's College, Cambridge, of which 
he was fellow. During the civil wars, he went 
abroad, where he ſpent ſeventeen years. At the reſto- 
zation he was made dean. The Eſſex branch of the 
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® He re-edified part of the Cloyſters, at Lincoln, over which he furnifhe£ 
library, with a good cdllection of books, and behaved otherwiſe with great 
eharity, munificence, and probity ; he died the 7th Sept, 1681, aged 35, 
ind was buried in the cathedral, where a monument is ereRed to his 
memory.

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Hony wood family, ceaſed in John la Motte; the new 
heir Robert Hony wood, of. Charing, - elq; ſutceeded 
to the lordſhip of Markeſhail, and other conſiderable 
eſtates in this county, and elſewhere. He was one 
of the deputy lieutenants for Efiex, colonel of a regi- 
ment of foot, &c, In the firit parliament of Kiog 
George I. he was elected one of the knights for this 
county, in the room of Thomas Middleton, eſa; and 


again in 1722, He married Mary, daughter of Rich. 


ard Standford, bart. (who upon the death of her bro- 
ther Standford, became his heir) and had by her ſe- 
yeral children; Richard, the eldeſt ſurviving fon, mar- 
ried a daughter of fir James Gray. Philip, his youngeſt 
ſon, being bred up to arms, diſtiaguiſned himſelf at 
the battle of Dettingen, where he was moſt dangerouſly 
wounded. He was again much wounded in 1746, near 
Clifton, in Lancaſhire, in the action with the Scotch 
rebels, as they were retreating home from Derby. By 
gradual advances, he is arrived to the rank of lieute. 
nant general of horſe. And upon the death of bit 
two eldeſt brothers, (and of his nephew) without ſur- 
viving iſſue, ſucceeded to the eſtates in 1738.

He purchaſed Olivers, and lived the latter part of

It is called Merks or Marks, 
from a family furnamed de Merk, by whom it was

This pariſh continued in the poſterity of Maun-

Mary, coheir of the laſt Humfrey Bohun, brought it 


in marrige to her huſband Henry Plantagener, ear| 
of Derby, Hereford and Lancaſter, by which means 
it became part of the duchy of Lancaſter. Here is 
only one manor. 

MARKS-TAY- HALL, ſtands about a quarter 
of a mile caſt from the London road. It hath been 
for many years converted into a farm-houle, There 
was a moat round it, part of which ſtill remains, 
Under the great earls above-mentioned, it was holden 
by a family ſurnamed de Merk. Soon aſter it came 
by marriage into-a family, which from thence took 
the ſurname of Tey, and were a long time of con- 
ſiderable note in this county.

| The church, dedicated to the Virgin Mary, is hand- 


fome and ſpacious, being roo feet long, 25 broad, 
36 high. The two ayfles are each 12 feet wide and 
24 high. The chancel is 44 feet long, 20 wide, 
and 30 high, Both church and chancel are leaded, 
The tower or ſtreple is 21 feet one way, 12 the other, 
and 13r, feet high. It ſeems to have been erected 
on the foundations of a former ſteeple, for ſome re- 


mains of the firſt building are viſible. The roof of 


the arch underneath is finely adorned with the arms 
of the two families cf York and Lancaſter, and red 
and white roſes ; from whence it may be concluded 
that this ſteeple was rebuilt after the union of thoſe 
houſes.

Mr. Arthur Winſley's Hoſpital. 


THIS is the moſt conſiderable and beſt endowed 
charitable foundation about this town. Mr. Winſley, 
by will, dated 1726, left an alms-houſe for twelve 
antient men, who had lived well, and fallen i into de 
cay. None under the age of ſixty are to be admit 

ted; nor are they to take alms of the town. Each 
poor man is allowed two- ſhillings and fix-pence 
weekly, and once in every year one chaldron of coal: 
Every dweller has a lower room, a chamber, a garret 
and a garden, No children are to be admitted inte 
any of the apartments. Ten ſhillings a year is give 
for a ſermon to be preached to the faid poor men oj 
New-Year's Day; and twenty ſhillings a year for : 
dinner for the poor men and truſtees.

Queen Elizabeth, in the 26th of her reign, made 
grant of certain chantries, &c. to the bail fs an 
burgeſſes o.

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endowing a free ſchool in this town, The bailiffs to 
chuſe and nominate a maſter, and the biſhop of Lon- 
don to be viſitor. The ſchool-maſter is to be a maſter 
of arts; ſixteen free ſcholars, born within the town 
or liberties, are to be here educated, &c. Edward 
Watſon, M. A. in 1585, was the firſt maſter ; S. 
Harſnet, M. A. ſucceeded him. There are founda- 
tions at Cambridge belonging to this ſchool. 


Chart, Schools. 


TWO Hates Abools were ſet up .in this town 
about the year 1708, one of which contains at pre- 


ſent forty-five boys, and the other fourteen girls, who 


are taught and clothed, but not boarded. The houſe 
wherein they are kept was purchaſed with a hundred 
pounds given by Mr. S. Ruſh, of London, in 1711. 
His widow was allo a benefactreſs; and W. Naggs, 
of Colcheſter, a benefaftor. For the reſt, theſe 
ſchools are {upported and maintained by ſublcriptions 
and voluntary contributions. The maſter has, 40 1. 
a year ſalary, and a houſe and firing; the miſtreſs 
141. a year, houſe and firing. Two boys are ap- 
prenticed out yearly. 


The proteſtant diſſenters have alſo two ſmall charity 
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| bequeathed 31, a year for the maintenance of a boy 
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AN act paſſed the th and roth of William III. 
wherein it was enacted, that there ſhould be a corpo- 
ration within the town and liberties of Colcheſter, 
conſiſting of the mayor, aldermen, and forty-eight 
other perſons, to be guardians of the poor of the town. 5 
The money aſſeſſed by this corporation is diſtributed 
weekly. Two chirurgeons are employed to take care 
of the ſick.
